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5° General Character of the ..School 

a„ The School at Torgau provides instruction only for P/K 
officials, the established course lasting eight months,. 
Primary emphasis is placed on jolitical instruction, but 
military training is also stressed on the grounds that the 
P/K officer must be prepared t> lead a company or battalion 
in the event the military commander should be disabled or 
desert to the enemy. This second contingency is used to 
ooint out to students that the politically educated 
functionary is the fundamental element upon which a 
People’s Republic is erected. In this connection, stu- 
dents at Torgau are instructed ;hat after graduation when 
they receive positions with hig;.-level agencies, they 
should be at oains to wear uniferms bearing insignia of 
low rank to enable them to minglr* with correspondingly 
placed employees and determine the prevailing attitudes 
at those levels. 

b. Original recruitment policy for 'the Torgau school aimed at 
the enrollment of young people bitween the ages of Id ana

This policy of forced participation and the rule which 
denied all* leaves except for reasons of emergency ware 
the principal grounds for much of the discontent which 
subsequently manifested itself during tne course. The 
latter rule eventually had to be modified, and 50 per cent 
of the students were granted eight day leaves beginning 20 
august 1949, with the other half being free for the same 
period of time upon the return of the first contingent.

barbed wire barriers and anti-tank defenses, as well as 
the neutralization of such defenses, is also stressed*
